NEW COMET MAY 
BE VISIBLE TO NAKED 
EYE IN CITY TONIGHT 


Astronomer Says Observers 
Should Look for It in 
Northern Sky. 


St. Louisans may have an o - 
tunity to see Finsler’s siinet’ the 
newest astronomical] discovery, with 
the naked eye tonight. 

Dr. Jessica Young Stephens, as- 
sistant professor of astronomy at 
Washington University, said the 
comet was now approaching its 
maximum brilliance. It should be 
visible in the northern sky tonight, 
about half Way up an imaginary 
line drawn between the pointers of 
the Big Dipper and the Pole star. 

Dr. Stephens was able to see the 
comet with field glasses from her 
home in Brentwood last night. She 
will watch it through the telescope 
at the university tonight. 


SPANISH TREASURE CHESTS, 
LOST IN BARCELONA, FOUND 


Recovery of Jewelry and Art Ob- 
jects Reported by Spanish 
Government. 

By tne Associated Press. 

VALENCIA, Spain, Aug. 5.—Six 
thousand pieces of jewelry and a 
large amount of securities and art 


objects which disappeared in Bar- 
celona, where they had been taken 
for safety, were reported today to 
have been recovered by the Span- 
ish Government. 

The treasure, filling two chests, 
was part of a large store of val- 
uables which the Government de- 
cided to take to Valencia when it 
moved from Madrid. Those to whom 
the transfer was entrusted _ re- 
ported the two trunks were lost in 
Barcelona last November. Now, 
they have been brought to Valencia. 

The Ministry of Instruction, re- 
porting on efforts of the Govern- 
ment to save art treasures, said 400,- 
000 rare books had been preserved 
in Madrid along with 11,500 paint- 
ings and 10,000 other art objects.

The pumps could not 
halt the rising water.

BLOC SEEKS TO FORCE 
CROP LOAN MEASURE 


Nearly Half of Body Re- 


quests Control Legislation 
Before the Beginning of 
Spring Planting.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Major- 
ity Leader Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, told the Senate today it was 
“not contemplated” that Congress 
should remain in session to enact 
general farm legislation. 

He suggested, however, that the 
President might call a special ses- 
sion for Oct. 15 or Nov. 1 to deal 
with the problem. 

Barkley made his statement after 
Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
submitted a petition signed by 41 
Senators urging a special session 
this fall to enact a new crop con- 
trol program. 

Urging the Senate Agriculture 
Committee to have a comprehen- 
sive crop control measure ready 
before Congress reconvened, Bark- 
ley said it would be “unwise” to 
“come back here and have nothing 
to do.” 

The wage and hour bill—passed 
by the Senate and approved by the 
House Labor Committee—ran up 
against opposition today from mem- 
bers of the House farm bloc. 

They said they would try to tle 
up the measure in the Rules Com- 
mittee unless they win their objec- 
tive, consideration of a bill to re- 
sume general crop loans, 

The Rules Committee has the 
power to determine whether a bill 
can come before the House at once. 
By withholding approval, it might 
prevent a vote at this session. 

There were differing statements 
on the committee’s probable atti- 
tude, 

A group of Southern Congress- 
men, after a White House confer- 
ence today, said President Roose- 
velt had repeated his stand that 
crop control legislation must pre- 
cede discussions of crop loans, Rep- 
resentative Ford (Dem.), Mississip- 
pi, said the President indicated he 
would investigate the possibility of 
making loans on basic commodities 
if Democratic congressional leaders 
gave him definite assurance that a 
crop control bill would be the first 
matter to be introduced at the next 
session of Congress in January. 

The Black petition said _ the 
signers felt it would be “un- 
wise” to wait until January to en- 
act farm legislation because farm- 
ers making preparations for their 
crops should know what laws 
would be on the books ahead of 
that time. 

Black’s name headed the list of 
signers. Others included such Sen- 
ators as Connally (Dem.), Texas; 
George (Dem.), Georgia; O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.), Wyoming; Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada; La Follette (Pro.). 
Wisconsin; Shipstead (F.-L.), Min- 
nesota, and Capper (Rep.), Kan- 
sas,

George Sweeney Says $250 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Some of 
the secrets of how to unload 2500 
copies of a book at $250 apiece 
were disclosed yesterday by George 


Sweeney, who handled the sale of 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion book. He got $150 a week for 
the job from the John B. Gallagher 
Co., publishers’ representatives. 

“Our solicitors wouldn’t go near 
a man who had a Government con- 
tract,” he declared, “because that 
would look as though the man had 
bribed someone to get his job. We 
were very careful; we sent back 
a good deal of advertising from 
firms which had Government work 
to do.” 

Sweeney had a force of about 500 
salesmen, he said, most of them 
men who appeared with notes 
from Senators to “put these guys 
to work selling those books.” 

“But 15 of the Gallagher com- 
pany salesmen did most of the 
work. Some of our men got $5000 
and $10,000 orders out of certain 
corporation heads.” 

“They would walk into an exec- 
utive’s office and say, ‘Here is the 
Democratic yearbook of 1936. You 
have 30, 40 or 50 executives in the 
company. 
book for each one?’” 

He was asked if he thought the 
book was worth $250. 

“Well, nobody wanted his money 
back. The de luxe book is a pretty 
thing. It must have cost $20 or $25 
to produce. If you were to buy all 
the photographs in it somewhere 
else, they would cost around $90, 
The President’s autograph makes it 
valuable. Maybe they will sell in 
10 or 15 years for as much as $10,- 
000.”

100,000,000 LOAN 
T0 CHINA AGREED ON 


Worldwide Subscription Pro- 
posed With Customs Rev- 
enue as Security. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 5. — China, 
through its Finance Minister, has 
reached agreement, in principle, in 
London on a $100,000,000 loan that 
may be world wide in scope, a Chi- 
nese Embassy spokesman said to- 
day. 

It would be secured by Chinese 
customs revenue and probably be 
raised by general subscription. The 
spokesman said interest in the 
loan had been shown in the Unit- 
ed States, France and Belgium, as 
well as in Great Britain. The an- 
nouncement was made after Dr. 
H. H. Kung, the Foreign Minister, 


had left for Paris. Details were 
not worked out, it was stated. 

China, now engaged in an unde- 
clared war with Japan, would draw 
upon the money as she required it, 
financial quarters understood. The 
money would remain in London. It 
was said some of it might be ap- 
plied to conversion of Chinese in- 
ternal loans. 

The new loan would be in: addi- 
tion to railway loans totaling $35,- 
000,000 at 5 per cent, which Kung 
concluded with the British and Chi- 
nese Corporation for construction 
of railways from Sheklung, on the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway, to Meih- 
sien, in Kwangtung Province, and 
from Pukow (on the Yangtze oppo- 
site Nanking) to Siangyang in Hu- 
peh. 

These loans were secured on rail- 
way revenue. The British and Chi- 
nese Corporation is associated with 
the China Finance Corporation in 
Shanghai. 

The British Government gave its 
consent to the loan, the Chinese 
Embassy explained, “because with- 
out its consent there would be no 
loan.” An Embassy spokesman said 
it was hoped to raise the money 
through a banking syndicate of 
which J. P. Morgan is a member. 

The loan may be part new money 
and part a_ refunding operation. 
There was no _ indication as to 
whether any of the proceeds would 
be used for Chinese-Japanese hos- 
tilities.

PARIS, Aug. 5.—Dr. H. H. Kung, 


Chinese Finance Minister, said to- 
night that a $100,000,000 loan ar- 
ranged in London for his govern- 
ment must not “under any circum- 
stances” be considered a war loan. 
He said negotiations for the loan 
had begun before Chinese-Japanese 
hostilities broke out in North China 
a month ago.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—A Sen- 
ate-House tax committee recom- 
mended today drastic increases in 
domestic personal holding company 
taxes as one means of preventing 
tax avoidance. 
_ The committee, proposing for en- 
actment at this session an 8-point 
program of legislation to plug in- 
come tax leaks, also recommended 
an innovation in the taxation of 
foreign,personal holding companies. 
It suggested that undistributed 
net income of such companies 
should be figured in the gross in- 
come of. the American owners of 
the companies just as if it actually 
had been distributed to them. 


$100,000,000 Gain Estimated. 


Treasury officials, who co-operat- 
ed with thd joint committee in mak- 
ing an investigation which brought 
in the names of many prominent 
citizens, estimated roughly that en- 
actment of the committee’s recom- 
mendations would mean an increase 
of $100,000,000 in Federal revenues. 

In addition to the domestic and 
foreign personal holding company 
proposals the committee recom- 
mended stiffer taxation of the fol- 
lowing methods used by wealthy 
persons to reduce their taxes: In- 
corporated yachts and country es- 
tates, incorporation of personal tal- 
ents (such as acting), artificial de- 
ductions for interest and business 
expense, multi-trusts, non-resident 
aliens, and artificial deductions for 
losses from sales or exchanges of 
property. 

Prominent Names Brought In. 

The committee report to the 
House and Senate followed an in- 
vestigation extending over several 
weeks and undertaken at the re- 
quest of President Roosevelt. The 
President. said in a message to Con- 
gress that a comparatively small 
number of wealthy persons was re-.

which he considered should be 
checked. by legislation.

PEIPING, Aug. 5. — Mechanized 
columns of Japanese troops were 
rolling north today to halt a sur- 
prise Chinese advance from behind 
the great wall. 

The columns were 
through Peiping, and armored 
trains from the Japanese  head- 
quarters city of Tientsin were trans- 
porting new consignments of troops 
and equipment. 

The main body of the Japanese 
advance was reported to be 20 miles 
north of Peiping, filing through the 
low-lying hills to the fortified 
Chinese positions at Hankow Pass. 
The Japanese troops were but 10 
miles from the great wall. 

The Japanese communiques re- 
ported planes were bombing 
Chinese troops and trains near Kal- 
gan in an effort to halt the advance 
of central army troops from the 
capital of Chahar Province. This 
province as well as Hopeh, Japan 
hopes to bring under its influence.

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PLUMBERS GET WAGE 
RISE; END STRIKE 


Pay of Union Men Increased 
From $11.50 to $12, and 
to $13 on Nov. 1. 


A strike of union plumbers, in 
which about 230 men were involved 
for three days, was settled last 
night with a wage increase, it was 
announced today by John A. 


Brady, secretary-treasurer of Jour- 
neymen Plumbers’ Union No. 35. 

The increase in pay wa from 
$11.50 to $12 a day, effective today, 
with a further increase to $13 on 
Nov. 1. The union agreed to a vol- 
untary reduction from $13 to $11.50 
on April 15, 1932. 

Any other differences betweeen 
the union and the Contracting 
Plumbers’ Association will be settled 
by Nov. 1, Brady said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. He declared 
the plumbers were the last craft in 
the Building Trades’ Council, except 
the bricklayers, to obtain a return 
to pre-depression wage levels. 

The plumbers’ union, an affiliate 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, has about 560 members. The 
strike of a portion of the member- 
ship began Monday, following re- 
fusal of employers to grant 
pay increase finally adopted. 

Some members of the Contracting 
Plumbers’ Asscciation offered at 
first to pay the higher rate on ma- 
jor construction if the union 
would accept a scale of $1 an hour 
or $8 a day for small jobs, to en- 
able union contractors to compete 
with open-shop plumbers. Brady 
announced Monday that this was 
rejected by the union but that the 
requested scale was granted by in- 
dependent contractors with 290 
plumber employes, who remained at 
work. -

MAN INDICTED 
ADMITS EARHART 
STORY WAS HOAX 


New Yorker’s Bail Fixed 
at $20,000 After He 
Confesses Attempt to Ex- 
tort Money. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—A Bronx 
janitor, Wilbur Rothar, was held 
under $20,000 bail teday for an al- 
leged attempt to extort $2000 from 
George Palmer Putnam, publisher 
and husband of Amelia Earhart, by 
telling of having found the missing 
aviatrix in mid-Pacific and holding 
her aboard an arms smuggling ship. 

Rothar was arrested yesterday 
by Federal agent- and confessed 
his story was a hoax after Putnam 
gave him $1000 cash and a check 
for $1000 for information concern- 
ing Miss Earhart. 

Rothar’s story was that he was a 
member of the crew of an arms 
smuggling ship which he said found 
Miss Earhart injured. 

Shortly after Rothar’s bail was 
set, Acting District Attorney Harold 
Hastings presented the case to the 
grand jury, which returned two in- 
dictments charging Rothar with at- 
tempted extortioy and attempted 
grand larceny. 

Had Flyer’s Scarf. 

Special Agent Rhea Whitley said 
Rothar, 43 years old, made a com- 
plete confession of the plot which 
he said he conceived because he 
had in his possession a scarf of 
Miss Earhart’s which he had picked 
up at Roosevelt Field several years 
ago. He admtited, Whitley said, he 
had never seen Miss Earhart. 

Putnam last Saturday received a 
note at his hotel which said: “We 
have your wife on the ship. I will 
call Sunday at 2 o’clock.” That 
night Putnam received a telephone 
eall from a man who inquired 
whether he had received the note 
and .asked for an interview the 
next night. 

A man called on Putnam at his 
hotel room at 2a m. Sunday. He 
told Putnam he was a seaman on 
a vessel which shipped out of 
New Guinea and stopped at a South 
Pacific island to take water. 

Miss Earhart and her navigator, 
Fred Noonan, disappeared last 
month in the South Seas when on 
a round-the-world flight. 

The Caller’s Tale. 

The man, who gave his name as 
Johnson, said they discovered a 
wrecked airplane on the island,

attired only in shorts was standing 
on the rocky shore.

U.S. CHANGES POLICY 
ON RIVERFRONT SITE 


It Will Rely on Condemnation 
Not Negotiation to Acquire 
Land for Memorial. 


The Federal Government will re 
ly on condemnation proceedings to 


acquire property for the proposed 
riverfront memorial,-and will not 
negotiate privately with property, 
owners, United States District At- 
torney Harry C. Blanton said today, 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

This represents a change from 
the policy announced in June, when 
it was said the Government would 
enter into private purchase agree- 
ments with property owners. 

If the condemnation commission- 
ers, who have not yet been appoint- 
ed, should place the value of the 
property in the 37 square block 
area at more than the $9,000,000, 
which is all the money now avail- 
able for the memorial, that would 
be another hurdle for the Govern- 
ment and the riverfront proponents 
to get over. ‘ 

It would be necessary then to 
provide more money, or to abandon 
the undertaking. Had the Govern- 
ment proceeded with its plan to 
acquire available property without 
condemnation proceedings, it might 
have resulted, in the event plans 
for the memorial ultimately were 
dropped, that the Government 
would own some property in the 
area for which it would have no 
use. 

Suits to condemn the property 
have been filed by Blanton in the 
court of Federal Judge Charles B, 
Davis. The property owners have 
until tomorrow to file their an- 
swers. Most answers so far filed 
have been formal entries of ap- 
pearance. 

Of the $9,000,000 now available, 
$2,250,000 was provided out of the 
city’s $7,500,000 riverfront memorial 
bond issue, and $6,750,000 was set 
aside, by executive order of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, from the emer 
gency relief appropriation of 1935. 
The $7,500,000 bond issue conteme- 
plated a memorial which would 
cost $30,000,000, with the Federal 
Government paying’ three-fourths 
of the cost.

History of the Strike. 

The story behind this strike be- 
gan last January when R. W. Gaff- 
ney of Philadelphia was sent into 
the Virginia mountain to organize 
the industrial plant for the United 
Textile Workers, later merged in 
the C 1 O Textile Workers’ Organiz- 
ing Committee. After a campaign 
lasting six weeks 90 per cent of the 
plant workers joined the C I O un- 
ion, Gaffney said. Negotiations 
were then started with the firm but 
ended in a deadlock and a strike 
vote was taken the middle of 
March. Action was delayed at the 
request of the New York headquar- 
ters of the union, but the Coving- 
ton workers became restive, when 
ngn-union employes were promoted 
over older C I O members. The 
firm, the organizers sald, refused to 
discuss this grievance and a strike 
was called at 11 p. m., March 19. 

“This has been called a sit-down 
strike,” Gaffney said; “but what 
really happened is that our people 
remained in the plant for 10 days 
under an agreement with the man- 
agement, removing chemicals lest 
valuable machinery be damaged.” 

At first strike headquarters was 
established in a tent pitched on a 
parking lot outside the plant gate,

COVINGTON, Va.. Aug. 5.—Wit- 
ness after witness took the stand in 
the half-empty Alleghany County 
Court here this sultry afternoon to 


support tne charge of the State of 
Virginia that Charles Mundy, strik- 
ing C I O rayon worker, participat- 
ed in the violence that marked the 
reopening of the local plant of the 
Industrial Rayon Corporation. 

The curly-haired young man is 
one of 15 members of John L. 
Lewis’ Textile Workers’ Organizing 
Committee to be tried on a charge 
of violating Virginia's anti-lynching 
law, an offense punishable by from 
one year to 10 years in prison. Two 
of his companions have already 
been convicted by juries of hill 
farmers. 

Except for the introduction of 
two or three surprise witnesses, 
whose testimony was designed to 
challenge the _ identification of 
Mundy by a worker in the plant, 
the defense seemed willing to bide 
its own time. 

Defense Suggests Theory. 

However, on  cross-examination, 
Hale Collins, brother of the County 
Prosecutor ahd associate of Arthur 
P. McNulty of New York in the 
C I O defense, did begin to lay the 
foundation for a theory that the 
rayon company had all but planned 
the outbreak last month. He elicit- 
ed from two State witnesses’ the 
fact that they had ben assigned to 
the plant gate to take pictures and 
from another that he had prepared 
a list of as many persons.in the 
crowd as he could. 

This last bit of testimony was 
given by the Rev. C. F. Whitmore, 
pastor of a country congregation 
and night foreman during’ the 
strike in the rayon plant. He told 
about the list under direct exam- 
ination by Cecil C. Collins, Com- 
monwealth’s attorney who asked 
him to read the names. That of 
Mundy was among them. 

“All these people were members 
of the union?” he was asked. “Yes. 
I could tell that by the buttons they 
were wearing. I understand they 
mean that their dues are paid up.” 

Listed Those Near Gates. 

“The persons you listed,” he was 
asked by the defense, “were not 
merely those in front of the plant 
gates, but also those in the nearby 
parking lot, at the side of the road, 
and as far as you could recognize 
anyone?” “Yes sir.” 

“In fact, you took down a per- 
son’s name regardless of where he 
was?” “Yes sir.” . 

“And your duty was to ascertain 
information for your employers?” 
“Yes sir.” 

Both W. A. Sargeunt, plant en- 
gineer, and A. R. Gillespie, another 
industrial employe, testified that 
they had* been sent to the plant 
approach with cameras early on 
the morning of July 7. 

In a sport jacket and slacks, the 
bespectacled Sargeunt presented a 
sharp contrast to most State wit- 
nesses. He was also obviously un- 
comfortable on the witness stand, 
unlike the others. 

“T was sent to the top of the gate 
house for the express purpose of 
observing‘what went on and of tak- 
ing pictures,” he said. 

R. T. Rickett, an employe in the 
strike bound plant testified he was 
beaten when he drove to the plant 
gate with several other workers on 
July 7, the day that the mill was 
re-opened, and he named Mundy as 
his assailant, although the defense 
had indicated yesterday that the 
young striker was not on the scene 
when the violence occurred. 

However, on  cross-examination, 
the witness was less positive, say- 
ing only that he “thought” it was 
Mundy who had assaulted him.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—A three- 
man board of inquiry undertook 
today to determine what caused the 
destruction of the Pan American.

The board is composed of Chair- 
man Miller C. Foster, assistant to 
the assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce; E. L. Yuravich, chief of 
foreign air line inspection, and Roy 
Keeley, air line inspector. 

Meager evidence obtained from 
bits of wreckage indicated the oc- 
cupants of the plane had little or 
no warning. Submarines found an 
uninflated. rubber life raft and two 
life preservers still in their cases. 

The airliner apparently hit the 
water at high speed. The Navy 
Department reported there were 
signs of an explosion aboard the 
plane at the time of the crash. The 
Canal Zone naval commandant said 
evidences of fire were found on 
recovered parts of the wreckage. 


Theory Cabin Sank With Bodies in 
Water 1000 Feet Deep. 


CRISTOBAL, Canal Zone, Aug. 5. 
—The Navy said last night that the 
Pan American-Grace airliner which 
crashed with 14 persons in the sea 
off Panama struck the water with 
terrific force, tearing the ship into 
scattered fragments.

Structure Carrying Kingshigh- 
way Over Mo. Pac. Tracks 
Virtually Completed. 


The new Kingshighway viaduct, 
over Missouri Pacific Railroad 
track between Southwest and Shaw 
avenues, is virtually completed and 
plans have been made to open it 
to traffic Aug. 19. Steel materials, 


undelivered because of strikes, have 
delayed ultimate completion. 

Criticism of the “hump over the 
tracks,” was voiced Tuesday in a 
letter to the Post-Dispatch, signed 
“An Engineer,” in which the via- 
duct was called 
monstrosity”: because of the steep 
ascent on each side, which, in the 
writer’s opinion, precludes seeing 
what is coming over from the other 
side.” 

R. L. Meads, State Highway De- 
partment engineer in charge of the 
$500,000 construction, pointed out 
that approaching automobiles will 
be seen at a point more than 200 
feet from the center of the viaduct. 
The grade is steep, rising 25 feet 
in 546 horizontal feet, but the cen- 
ter 100 feet of the roadway is vir- 
tually level. The abrupt rise is in 
the first 300 feet of the roadway. 
which is built on a 6 per cent grade 
at each end. ‘The next 200 feet are 
at a 2.75 per cent grade, providing 
a more gradual ascent. 

The viaduct, conforming to Kings- 
highway measurements at. this 
point, is 60 feet wide with six traf- 
fic lanes patterned in the concrete. 
It is about 1100 feet in length, and 
has a pedestrian walk paralleltng 
it on both sides, entirely separate 
from the viaduct and reached from 
the street by stairs. Construction 
was partly financed by Public 
Works funds.

NEWSPAPER GUILD LOSES 
STRIKE AT DECATUR, ILL, 


Editorial Workers Vote to Return 
to Work and Editor Says Jobs 
Await Them. 

By the Associated Press. 

DECATUR, Ill., Aug. 5.—Charles 
Swart, president of the Decatur 
‘chapter of the American Newspaper 
‘Guild, announced last night that 
members voted 6 to 4 to end a 
strike against the Decatur Herald 
and Review, morning and evening 
newspapers here. 

Swart said there was no agree- 
ment with the publishers, the De- 
catur Newspapers, Inc. The strike 
was called July 10 when negotia- 
tions for a contract failed. Publi- 
cation of both newspapers was sus- 
pended for four days. 

Swart said that with the vote last 
night, “the Guild lost the first 
strike in its history.” He said of 
the original 16 strikers, only 10 
remained. About 17 other news- 
paper employes had not joined the 
strike. The Guild has entered a 
complaint, Swart said, with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. 

Edward Lindsay, editor of the pa- 
pers, said the strikers would be per- 
mitted to return to work under the 
papers’ existing conditions, which 
he said included a 40-hour six-day 
week, with minimum salaries rang- 
ing up to $40 for men with five 
years’ service.

Industry Because of Labor Dispute 


But Citizens Show Little Regret 


Lack of Sympathy Due to Furniture Factory’s 
Turnover of Employes to Cut Costs, 
and City’s Interest in Oil Boom.

FLORA, Ill, Aug. 5.—Flora citi- 
zens are not greatly perturbed over 
the decision of Fred Kuehne Jr. to 
move his furniture factory, the 
town’s second largest manufactur- 
ing plant, elsewhere rather than 
comply with the demands of his 
workmen, whose complaints are 
now being heard by the National 
Labor Board. 

Reasons for the lack of interest 
in Kuehne’s plans are: 

An oil boom centered at Clay 
City, eight miles east of Flora; lack 
of sympathy for the labor turnover 
methods he is said to have em- 
ployed in an effort to keep produc- 
tion costs down; envy of ‘he evi- 
dences of success he delighted in 
showing in this community of 5000 
inhabitants. 

Kuehne, who is about 37 years 
old, began manufacturing furniture 
12 years ago at Trenton, IIL, start- 
ing with $5000 capital. He special- 
ized in moderate-priced breakfast 
sets and kitchen cabinets, and his 
recent financial statements pro- 
claim the Kuehne Manufacturing 
Co., the “world’s largest manufac- 
turer” of these articles. 

Flora Citizens Erected Building. 

In 1928, through the instance of 
a representative of a railroad, the 
young furniture manufacturer, who 
had outgrown his Trenton plant, 
made a deal with a committee of 
Flora citizens to open a factory 
here. Business men subscribed $30,- 
000 to build a modern plant, con- 
venient to the B. & O. Railroad and 
U. S. Highway 50, and the Chamber 
of Commerce subsequently sold $15,- 
000 in bonds to help pay for the 
original equipment. 

Kuehne’s part of the contract 
with the community was that he 
would hire local labor, pay out 
$600,000 in payrolls in 10 years and 
retire the $15,000 in bonds. On 
completing his part of the bargain 
he was to receive title to the plant. 

Two years after his arrival in 
Flora, Kuehne closed his Trenton 
factory, incorporated the Kuehne 
Manufacturing Co. under the laws 
of Illinois and began a stock-selling 
campaign. The new corporation 
was Capitalized at $650,000, and sold 
$200,000 worth of stock, largely to 
residents of Clay and surrounding 
counties, who were impressed by 
the modern factory and the produc- 
tion line methods of bringing lum- 
ber in at one end and turning 
brightly decorated breakfast sets 
out at the other. Dividends were 
paid on the Class A stock until 
July, 1932, but none were paid 
thereafter until last December, 
when the company deciared a $4 
dividend, $1 in cash and $3 in notes 
due in December, 1941. Federal 
agents investigating the complaint 
of unfair labor practices have 
found no evidence of stock sales 
by Kuehne after 1932. 

Kuehne made several additions 
to the one-story Flora plant and 
in 1932 accepted an invitation to 
open another factory at Mattoon, 
about 50 miles north of Flora. Mat- 
toon citizens subscribed $64,000 for 
the plant and the new industry was 
received with open arms in a spe- 
cial “Kuehne edition” of the Mat- 
toon Daily Journal-Gazette. 
$40,000 Home, $500 Saddle Horse. 

Kuehne, whose young manhood 
was spent in Chicago, soon out- 
grew Flora standards. He built the 
best residence in town at a reported 
cost of $40,000, drove expensive au- 
tomobiles and bought a $500 saddle 
horse in Kentucky. Mayor R. E. 
McCormick, laundry owner and one 
of the few Kuehne sympathizers in 
the community, explained that 
“Fred did not do himself much 
good by cantering around town on 
his high stepping horse while he 
was paying his men 25 cents an 
hour.” 

An incident which caused much 
anti-Kuehne sentiment occurred 
several years ago when tests made 
by experts employed by Mayor Mc- 
Cormick and the city-owned power 
plant showed that the Kuehne Man- 
ufacturing Co. was using more elec- 
tric power than it was paying for. 
Responsibility for the fault in the 
city-installed meter was never fixed 
and the bill presented to Kuehne 
for $16,000 worth of electric power 
was compromised for $8000. 

Sit-Down Strike March 22. 

The Kuehne Manufacturing Co.’s 
financial statement, issued last De- 
cember, listed total assets of $1,- 
118,912 for its two plants and net in- 
come of $73,805. In a speech to the 
200 Flora employes last Christmas 
eve Kuehne remarked that the 
company was again making money 
after the depression years and that 
future profits would “be passed 
along” in the form of better wages. 
The practice of replacing 40-cents- 
an-hour men with cheaper labor 
and inequalities in hourly rates for 
the same operation had resulted in 
frequent complaints from small 
groups of workers and individuals, 


and when the Christmas eve prom- 
ise of better things failed to maf 
terialize generally the workmen, as 
yet unorganized in any union, de- 
clared a sit-down strike last March 
22 and took charge of the plant. 

Kuehne, who was in St. Louis on 
business, hurried back and demand- 
ed that the workers evacuate the 
premises. Committees representing 
the various departments presented 
demands for a minimum wage of 
40 cents an hour, a 45-hour week 
and time and a half for overtime. 
Simultaneously, strikers’ represen- 
tatives were sent to East St. Louis, 
where an agent of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners, affiliat- 
ed with the American Federation 
of Labor, accepted the furniture 
workers as applicants for member- 
ship. The charter for Flora local 
union 1791 was issued April 143. 

Citizens Support Strikers. 

Flora citizens showed their sym- 
pathy for the strikers by furnishing 
them with food, cigarettes and en- 
couragement. Kuehne, who offered 
to give the men the 45-hour week 
and part of their wage demands, 
but refused to establish a 40-cent 
minimum or to pay extra for over- 
time work, fumed at the lack of 
sympathy for his side and informed 
Mayor McCormick that he intended 
to close the plant and transfer all 
manufacturing to Mattoon, where 
the workers had made no demands. 

The workers stayed in the plant 
nine days, getting out in advance 
of a Circuit Court injunction ob- 
tained by the company. In subse- 
quent picketing near the plant 
there were charges that a tire was 
shot off Kuehne’s high-powered au- 
tomobile, that missiles were 
thrown at the company head and 
that Kuehne displayed a pistol and 
scanned the picket line through 
binoculars. Picketing was aban- 
doned when it became apparent 
that the factory would not reopen, 
and pickets who went from Flora 
to Mattoon were routed in a brush 
with citizens there. 

Kuehne, who has abandoned his 
expensive home here as well as his 
factory and now lives in Mattoon, 
told the correspondent that’ the 
company could not meet the srikers’ 
demands and he had no alternative 
but to double the operations of the 
Mattoon factory, which is working 
two shifts of about 200 men each. 
He declared: “the demands were 
impossible, that was all there was 
to it and the condition here became 
so unfavorable that I have left for 
good and there is nothing more to 
be negotiated.’ * 

Lecal Paper Ignores Hearing. 

One prominent Flora citizen who 
has taken Kuehne’s side of the dis- 
pute is L. M. Wood, publisher of 
the Flora Daily News-Record and a 
director of the Kuehne Manufactur- 
ing Co. Wood attributes the strike 
and its results “to a bunch of radi- 
cals, who have driven that plant 
and its $170,000 annual payroll out 
of this town.” Although the audito- 
rium of the public library, where 
the Labor Board hearing is being 
held, is comfortably filled at the 
daily sessions the News-Record is 
not covering the hearing. Wood's 
current interest is oll and his pa- 
per carries page one stories on each 
new Well brought in. 

Jerry Bowman, hardware dealer 
and one of five trustees who held 
title to the Kuehne plant until it 
was turned over to the company 
last December after the conditions 
of the 1928 agreement were fulfilled 
with the liquidation of the last of 
the $15,000 bond issue, says he is 
not sorry Kuehne is getting out 

Bowman said he lacked sympathy 
for Kuehne’s methods and. ex- 
pressed desires for personal wealth. 
“He was not a builder, he did not 
care a thing about the future of 
Flora, only the future of Fred 
Kuehne,” Bowman declared. Mayor 
McCormick admitted that Bowman 
probably expressed the community 
opinion. 

Issues in N L R B Hearing. 

The Labor Board hearing, on a 
complaint that Kuehne refused te 
bargain collectively with employes 
and violated the Wagner Act by 
transferring the Flora operations to 
Mattoon, probably will be shifted 
to Mattoon next week, when Kuehne 
presents his defense that he did 
agree to bargain with his employes, 
if not with their union. If the 
board finds against Kuehne he can 
be ordered to reinstate the Flora 
men, either here or in the Mattoon 
factory, and pay them their lost 
wages since the date of the strike, 
now nearly five months past. 

The workers’ “stake,” now about 
$66,000 in back wages, is not incon- 
siderable and in the interim the oil 
boom has brought new money into 
town and taken up the business 
slack. The oil wealth may also en- 
able Kuehne to realize a future 
profit on his now empty plant, as 
he says he is considering leasing 
the building to an oil firm as a

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — Con- 
gressional sugar bloc leaders agreed 
at a caucus today to stand pat on 
a sugar control bill President 
Roosevelt notified House leaders he 
would veto. 

Representative Coffee  (Dem.), 
Nebraska, spokesman for the meet- 
ing, said approximately 50 Repre- 
sentatives and Senators from sugar 
producing and refining States were 
“unanimous” in their decision to go 
ahead with the legislation. 

The bill was scheduled for House 
debate ‘today. 

The sugar bloc meeting followed 
announcement by Chairman Jones 
(Dem.), Texas, of the House Agri- 
culture Committee that the Presi- 
dent had told him he would veto 
the bill if passed in its present 
form. 

The administration objects to a 
provision restricting refined sugar 
imports from Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.) Wyo- 
ming, who attended the meeting. 
said the provision was “not impor- 
tant enough to wreck sugar legis- 
lation.”’ 

Approved Bill Before. 

“The President has twice ap- 
proved a provision similar to the 
one he now objects to,” the Sena- 
tor said. He referred to the ex- 
piring Jones-Costigan Act quota 
system and an earlier sugar control 
law which limited refined imports 
from the island possessions. 

Coffee said those who attended 
the meeting “expressed resentment” 
at the chief executive's annovrfnced 
decision. 

“It's a question whether Congress 
is to do the legislating,” 
clared. 

Chairman Jones earlier had said 
he would offer an amendment to 
eliminate the restrictive provision. 

“Colonialism” Attacked. 

Soon after Jones had told of the 
President’s attitude toward the bill. 
an Interior Department committee 
attacked it as resorting to old 
world colonialism—“the colonialism 
against which the colonies rebeled 


| ence.” 

“The casence af old world colon- 
lalism ... was the right of the 
mother country to exploit those 
colonies, to consider their citizens 
as occupying a secondzcry and in- 
ferior status and to place economic 
obstacles in their path in favor of 
commercial interests in the mother 
country,” the report declared. 

The committee argued that the 
bill “establishes discriminations 
against parts of America inhabited 
by American citizens, in favor of 
a few mainland companies already 
high privileged by this legislation.” 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado. 
who also attended the meeting, 
predicted the Senate would pass 
the bill in its present form if the 
House approved it by “a sizeable 
majority.” 

Representative Robinson (Dem.), 
Jtah, predicted Congress would 
Stay in session long enough to pre- 
vent a pocket veto. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
agreed to begin hearings on the 
sugar measure Saturday.

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ANOTHER NEW COMET; FOUND 


IN CONSTELLATION AQUARIUS 


Celestial Object Is of 13th Magni- 
tude; Finsler’s Has Second 
Tail. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Aug. 5.— 
Discovery by Dr. Edwin T. Hubble 
at Mount Wilson Observatory, Pas- 
adena, Cal., of the year’s third new 
comet was announced last night by 
Dr. Harlow Shapley of Harvard 
Observtory. 

The new comet is of _ the 
thirteenth magnitude, in the con- 
stellation of Aquarius. It is diffuse 
and cannot be observed in the east- 
ern part of the country, Dr. Shapley 
said. Its astronomical position was 
not immediately available here. 

It is in the southern sky and ap- 
pears faint to observers in Cali- 
fornia. 

On Feb. 7 the first of the 1937 
comets was discovered by Dr. F. 
L. Whipple at the Harvard Obser- 
vatory. That comet may still be 
seen in the northern’ sky although 
its brilliance has been reduced by 
its proximity to the sun. 

The Finsler comet was discov- 
ered at Zurich, Switzerland, on July 
4, by Prof. Paul Finsler. The re- 
port of an amateur astronomer that 
Finsler’s comet has a second tail— 
though only 200,000 miles long— 
was confirmed last night at Har- 
vard. 

Leland Cunningham, Harvard as- 
tronomer, said that sometimes 
comets had 14 tails, originating 
from disturbance inside the nu- 
cleus, The comet will reach its 
maximum brilliance Aug. 10.

VIENNA, Aug. 5.—The Austrian

PALESTINE PARTON 
SUE SPLITS ZIONSTS 


Rabbi Wise Urges World Con- 
gress Not to Negotiate 
With Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 1: 
ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 5. — 


The Zionist world congress split to- 
day over a motion that would au- 
thorize the incoming Zionist execu- 
tives to negotiate with the British 
Government on the proposed Pales- 
tine partition. The motion, drawn 
up by President Chaim Weizmann 
yesterday, led to group debates that 


lasted until early today when an 
informal poll of the delegates indi- 
cated a slight majority in favor of 
the measure. 

Weizmann had urged Zionists in- 
terested in the development of Pal- | 
estine as a Jewish national home 
to consider the British Royal Com- 
mission’s plan for division of the. 
Holy Land into sovereign Jewish 
and Arab states—even though “the 
proposal as it now stands is not 
acceptable.” 

U. 8S. Delegation Divided. 

The United States delegation 
split, with Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
of New York, one of the eight new 
Zionist vice-presidents, advocating 
rejection of the motion. Jacob 
Fishman and Abraham Goldberg, 
also from New York, favored its 
adoption. Mrs. Sole Pool of New 
York, a fourth American and a 
spokesman in general debate on 
the motion, indicated she sided 
with Wise. 

The conference of the American 
delegates started at midnight when 
Robert Szold of New York read an 
analysis of the issue. Heated and 
long discussion disclosed both the 
Zionist organization and the Ha- 
dassah group in the United States 
were divided internally over the 
issue. 

The prevailing opinion of the 
rest of the congress, however, 
seemed in favor of the Weizmann 
proposal, which Fishman said 
“leaves no doubt” that the Royal 
Commission’s plan is unacceptable 
as a whole but only “as a basis for 
argument.” 

Size Object of Criticism. 

Jewish criticism of the plan has 
been based mostly on a contention 
that the territory proposed to be 
allotted to Palestine’s Jews would 
not permit any considerable immi- 
gration.

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HAS CIVILIZATION SURVIVED? 

It was no timorous pacifist who declared at the 
dedication of the American war memorial at Mont- 
faucon, France, that “civilization could not survive 
another world war.” . The speaker was Gen. Pershing. 
He might have gone further. He might, we believe, 
have seriously questioned whether civilization would 
survive the last World War. . 

Certainly civilization has perished in many impor- 
tant areas. The Italy of 1914 is dead. The Germany 
of 1914 is dead. The Russia of 1914 is dead. And 
from London yesterday came the news of what En- 
gland was doing on the twenty-third anniversary of 
the Asquith Government’s declaration of war against 
Germany on Aug. 4, 1914. 

England is spending more than a billion dollars 
on rearmament in the current year. For a five-year 
period, her military expenditures approximate $7,500,- 
000,000. Before the year’s end, 148 new warships will 
be under construction for the royal navy. <A mon- 
ster drive is under way to bring the army—regular, 
reserves and territorial—up to the strength of 1914. 
Aircraft production is expected soon to reach its goal 
of 1542 first-line planes. Blast furnaces are pouring 
out steel for ships and guns. Transportation services 
are being urganized to meet the requirements of war.

Bostonians haughtily deny | 


sued a statement July 28 severely criticising 
the agriculture committees of Congress for - 
their recent announcement that the enact- 
ment of major farm legislation would not be 
attempted during the remaining days of the 
present session. Since they issued their state- 
ment immediately upon leaving the White 
House, it is to be assumed that it had the 
President's approval. 

Just because these committees refused to 
sign on the dotted line, the farmers of the 
country are given to understand where the 
responsibility will lie if they should encoun- 
ter new difficulties during coming months. 
When the Supreme Court refused to put its 
O K on the A A A, the court was pictured 
to farmers as a big, bad wolf, and now Con- 
gress is put in a similar light. All this im- 
plies that the White House is never wrong, 
and that when the other co-ordinate branches 
of the Government do not do its bidding, 
they are acting against public interest. 

During recent weeks, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation has presented a new 
farm bill to the agriculture committees. This 
bill sought to create the so-called Wallace 
ever-normal granary idea, and also proposed 
to maintain the so-called Wallace parity 
prices out of the Federal Treasury. At a 
time when the administration supposedly de- 
sires to balance the budget, the latter pay- 
ments could easily aggregate anywhere from 
a half-billion to a billion dollars per year. 
Just because the committees did not see fit 
to swallow the bill, hook, line and sinker, as 
they did the A A A and the Soil Conserva- 
tion Act, they are hamstrung before the 
farmers of the country. 

* a * 

At first, the committees were given to un- 
derstand that the leading farm organizations 
of the country were behind the new bill. 
Since I participated in the February confer- 
ence of farm leaders at which it was 
launched, I am in position to say that this 
was not true. Neither the National Grange 
nor the Farmers’ Union indorsed it, to 
say nothing of numerous lesser organiza- 
tions. As has occurred on former occasions, 
the National Farm Bureau Federation was 
used in this instance as scenery by Secretary 
Wallace to make Congress believe the bill 
emanated, not from him, but from the farm 
organizations of the country. : 

During recent weeks, as members of the 
House committee discovered that this bill 
did not represent the farm leaders outside 
of the Farm Bureau, and as they became in- 
creasingly dubious about its provisions, the 
committee finally discarded the bill and 
started work upon a bill of its own. With 
Congress certain to adjourn within a week 
or so, the committee had mo choice except 
to let the matter go over to the next session 
of Congress, when it will be possible to de- 
vote to it the time that a measure of this 
kind requires. But in its zeal te give the 
farmers of the country to understand that 
the administration finds itself powerless to 
protect their interests, the Farm Bureau 
Federation ignores these practical facts. 

Among other things, the federation state- 
ment asserts that unless surplus control leg- 
islation is enacted, it is possible that “the 


astrous drouth year of 1936.” Whether this 
will be true remains to be seen. So far as 
cotton is concerned, we have always pro- 
duced a heavy surplus. 

With our corncribs as empty as a last 
year’s bird’s nest, and after having during 
the recent winter witnessed the importation 
of many millions of bushels of Argentine 
corn and European oats, to say nothing 
of millions of pounds of canned meats 
from South America, the farmers of the Corn 
Belt will be deeply grateful if a big corn 
crop is produced. Regardless of the price, 
this will give them plenty of feed, which 
they have not had for three years in suc- 
cession. With a short pig crop, there is 
little danger of excess pork production,

Whatever the difficulties of plenty, they are 
far less tragic than those of scarcity. In the 
meantime, farmers will still have the benefit 
of the soil conservation payments which 
were so highly praised by the administration. 

Finally, it may be said that the thinking 
farmers of Missouri and the country gen- 
erally are weary of subsidies out of the 
Federal Treasury, whatever.their form or 
the pretext upon which they are paid. What 
they ask is an American price in the Amer- 
ican market. Assured of this, they will 
be more than willing to suffer whatever pen- 
alties may attach to the different surpluses. 

Farmers want consumers to treat them 
as they treat industry and labor. They do 
not want the already over-burdened taxpay- 
ers to subsidize them. Until the powers that 
be in Washington get this viewpoint, the 
farm problem will never be soundly settled. 

fter repeated attempts since the Coolidge 
administration, we have failed to solve this 
problem adequately. The agriculture com- 
mittees of Congress are to be commended, 
rather than censured, for having concluded 
to do a little thinking on their own hook. 


SOUTHERN PRESS ON LYNCH LAW.

FEW years ago, few if any Southern 

newspapers favored a Federal anti-lynch- 
ing law. Southern newspapers opposed such 
legislation on the ground that it would in- 
fringe the rights of the states. But the 
newspapers were honest and sincere in their 
position. They deplored mob lawlessness as 
strongly as any of their Northern colleagues, 
and, while opposing Federal legislation on 
the subject, they called upon the states to 
set their faces sternly against the mob and 
stamp out the evil of lynching.

And if the principle of domestic 
tariffs is established, as I think it 
is under this bill, what is to pre- 
vent individual states from retali- 
ating by putting up tariffe of their 
own? To be sure, that is forbid- 
den under the Constitution, but 
there are many ways in which it 
can be done in effect. As a mat- 
ter of fact it is done in effect al- 
ready by some states—some dairy 
states, for instance, have taxes on 
oleomargarine. 

If Mississippi cannot keep war? 
and hour conditions which enable 
her to export to vther states, she 
may put an excise tax on products 
coming into the State, in order to 
protect the home market, thereby 
attempting to insure employment 
to her own workers by protecting 
that market. 

Of course, the whole thing boils 
down to the point this column has 
repeatedly made. You cannot legis- 
late prosperity. The only way to 
increase the nutional wealth, and 
thereby the national wages, is to 
produce more and to keep open 
the channels by which it may reach 


internal and external i.tarkets.

Combination of Bland Foods 
With Meat Makes Appetiz- 
ing Dishes. 


Making a little go a long way is 
the biggest problem some of us 
have to solve. How many times 
you've wished you could make a 
pound of round steak serve six in- 
stead of three, or the few slices 
of cold meat left from last night 
into a square meal dish for your 
family dinner menu. 

In the apt phrase of the day— 
“Here’s how.” Extend that pound 
of meat with some other food 
which is nourishing and does not 


detract from the good meat flavor. 
There are many perfectly deli- 


pend almost entirely for flavor and 
appetizing qualities upon the meat 
that they contain. Bland foods like 
rice, spaghetti, macaroni, bread 
stuffs, noodles and some vegetables, 
are nourishing alone but not half 
as appealing as spaghetti with 
meat balls, noodles with ham, scal- 
loped potatoes with sausage or 
baked vegetables and meat com- 
binations. 
Balanced Meals. 

These combinations may be made 
into almost perfectly balanced 
meals all in one dish with a little 
ingenuity. Such a combination as 


ample of perfect blending of fila- 
vors and food values. Green limas, 
fresh carrots, onion and cold sliced 
Fresh ground 
meats, left-overs from roasts 
steaks, bacon and bits of ham are 
usable in these dishes. 

Meat pies, in which meat. and 
vegetables are baked with a 
mashed potato crust or biscuit 
crust, is a marvelous extension dish 
for small amounts of meat.

The first home-grown cantaloupes 
—“mushmelons” to those of us who 
have not forgotten our childhood— 
are coming on the market, and the 
crop promised is an extensive one.

Green Peppers a Good 


Source 


of Vitamin A 


Good Crop This Year May Be Served in Salads 
or Pickled to Assure Plentiful Supply of — 
This Important Element. 


Sunshine chases shadow in the 
stories coming out from the United 
States Department of Agriculti 
A somewhat gloomy report on 
what Americans, especially village 
Americans, are eating is followed 
by a cheerful story of big crops of 
the foods these same Americans 
should have to be healthy. 

A large percentage of the Amer- 
ican people are not getting enough 
vitamin A and C foods, reports the 
Bureau of Home Economics, after 
a careful study of data collected in 
1936. And it is village families 
that seem to be faring worst. Fam- 
ilies of wage earners in the large 
cities and those <n farms do not 
fare so badly. 

Villagers in the North Cen: -l 
states present the sorriest picture 
of all, as far as vitamin A is con- 
cerned, for more than half of the 
diets are below this dietary stand- 
ard. Those in the \V/est were. the 
least bad off, but even here almost 
a fifth were getting too little. 

As for vitamin C deficiency in 
the diets of village families, the Pa- 
cific Coast region presented the 
least unfavorable picture (about a 
fifth of the families) and the South- 
east, both whites and Negroes, the 
worst—(around two-fifths and 
three-fourths, respectively.) 

Foods that are excellent sources 
of both these vitamins are peppers, 
spinach, parsley, red tomatoes, 
peas, collards, turnip greens, water- 
cress. And most of these 2-in-1 
foods are, of course, available in 
abundance at this time of year— 
and for a low price. 

Vitamin A Stored. 

One nice thing about eating 
vitamin A foods is that the human 
body can store any surplus of it, 
for future use. Like the camel 
with his hump. 

But vitamin C, it appears, isn’t 
stored in any such large amounts, 
so it’s a pretty good idea for peo- 
ple to get their fair share of vita- 
min C every day. 

On the heels of this rather pes- 
simistic report of American food 
consumption comes ae cheerful 
story from the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics about one of these 
vitamin-rich foods, green peppers. 

Production of green peppers this 
year is not only above last year’s 
but it is also higher than -hat of 
the five-year average. In North 
Carolina, from which north central 
and eastern states are now getting 
much of their shipped-in supplies, 
the crop has been estimated at 35 
per cent above last year’s, 50 per 
cent above the average for 1928 
to 1935. 

As for ways of eating peppers, 
raw is the best for getting the full 
benefit of all the vitamins. Some 
people are fond of chopped peppers 
eaten with nothing but salt, but 
most Americans prefer them com- 
bined with other vegetables and 
with some sort of salad dressing 
added. 

Carrots, peppers and cabbage— 
all of them shredded or chopped— 
make a good salad combination. So 
do pineapple, peppers and cabbage. 
And chopped peppers are an excel- 
lent ingredient for Russian salad 
dressing. 

Raw stuffed peppers are deli- 
cious. Cream or cottage cheese 
with perhaps some chopped celery 
or sweet red peppers and season- 
ings make a good filling. Chilled 
they can then be sliced and served 
on lettuce or other greens, with 
some kind of salad dressing. 

A delicious raw pepper relish 
combines a cup each of finely 
chopped green peppers, sweet red 
peppers and vinegar, a small onion, 
chopped, four tablespoons of sugar 
and a half teaspoon of salt. Bring 
the vinegar to a boil, add the sugar 
and salt, and pour over the vegeta- 
bles. Let stand several hours be- 
fore serving. In a tightly covered 
jar in a cold place this pretty relish 
will keep for around two weeks. 

Stuffed Peppers. 

There’s some vitamin loss through 
cooking, of course, but even cooked 
peppers usually have a _ generous 
supply of vitamin A and some vita- 
min C. Stuffed peppers are favo- 
rites in most households. After the 
cleaned pepper has been par-boiled 
a few minutes, it is lifted from the 
boiling salted water and filled with 
whatever meats or vegetables—or 
mixture of the two—happen to be 
available. Bread crumbs provide 
the “binding” material. Macaroni 
and cheese makes another’ good 
filling, covered with buttered 
crumbs and heated in the oven un- 
til the crumbs are brown. 

A pretty, nutritious and delicious 
cooked pepper dish is made as fol- 
lows: Heat an oiled baking dish, 
cover the bottom with parboiled 
pepper rings about a half inch 
thick. Then drop eggs onto the 
rings. The hot dish will make the 
eggs keep their shape. Season

Another old-fashioned but | still 
approved way of putting up large 
quantities of peppers is stuffed with | 
cabbage, and preserved with vine- 
gar, either in big stone jars or in

mended by the Bureau of Home 
Economics. Remove the stems and 
seeds from 12 sweet peppers, either 
green or ripe. Soak them overnight 
in a brine made of one cup of salt 
to a gallon of water. Chop up sep- 
arately two quarts of cabbage and 
four sweet peppers preferably red 
ones to give color to the dish, if 
the green ones have been used for 
the casing. Add a tablespoon of 
salt to each of the chopped vegeta- 
bles and let stand overnight. Drain. 
Mix with the chopped vegetables 
four tablespoons of white mustard 
seed, three tablespoons of celery 


seed, one chopped hot pepper and 
one-half cup sugar. Drain the 12. 
sweet peppers and stuff with this! 
mixture, pack into fruit jars, cover 
them with hot vinegar and seal. 

The acetic acid of the vinegar. 
acts as a preservative both of color 
and of the food itself. The stuffed 
peppers should be kept in a cool 
place until used. 

People who eat generous amounts. 
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of peppers and other vegetables 
rich in vitamins A and C during 
these months of plenty will be help- 
ing to keep or make’ themselves 
physically fit. Those who continue 
eating generous quantities of such 
foods on until fall will be storing 
up a supply of vitamin A which 
may tide them over the months 
when they might not be getting 
quite the amounts they should.

ROOSEVELT VETOES 
CHEMICAL CORPS BILL 


Says Establishment of Such 
Agency Would Dignify Gas 
Warfare Service. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt vetoed yesterday a 
bill to change the name of the 
chemical warfare service to “chem- 
ical corps.” 

In a message to the Senate he 
suid that it was “contrary to sound 
public policy” to “dignify”’ the serv- 
ice by calling 1t a corps. 

Mr. Roosevelt expressei the hope 
that “the time will come when the 


i} chemical warfare service can be em- 


tirely abolished.” He said use of 


gases and chemical in warfare was 
inhuman and that he was doing 
all he could to discourage it. 

Secretary of War Woodring had 
asked Congres to delete the word 
“warfare,” explaining that he con- 
sidered it redundant and that it 
tends to “create a false impression 
as to the primary function” of the 
service. 

The chemical warfare service was 
created by Congress shortly after 
the close of the World War. It is 
a research division of the War De- 
partment which attempts to keep 
the United States abreast of other 
nations in the use of war chem- 
icals. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that “while, 
unfortunately, the defensive neces- 
sities of the United States call for 
study of the use of chemicals in 
warfare, I do not want the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to 
do anything to aggrandize or make 
permanent any special bureau of 
the army or the navy engaged in 
these studies.” 

Furthermore, the President said, 
it is desirable to designate as a 
corps “only those branches of the 
army which are included in the line 
of the army.” He added that it 
would have been more in keeping 
with the bureau’s functions to name 
it “chemical service” rather than 
“chemical corps.”

Steward and his predecessors as 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner have 
sold such lists for the last 12 or 15 
years, since repeal of a. law under 
which the State published the reg- 
istration lists in pamphlet form 
and sold them for a nominal fee. 
The lists are compiled from auto- 
mobile license fee records in the 
office of the Secretary of State. 

McKittrick said today there was 
no State law preventing the sale of 
the lists or preventing compilation 
of such lists for sale. He said the 
question he was inquiring into was 
the propriety of the use by a pub- 
lic official of the public records in 
his office for a private profit.

W: hear much of so-called “nat- 


ural bridge players.” The im- 

plication of the phrase is, of 
course, that these gifted beings, ex- 
celling as they do at other card 
g.imes, Mmaturally enjoy an advan- 
tage over ordinary mortals who can 
come to bridge expertness only 
through long and tortuous trails. 
The fact of the matter is that I 
never have seen a mere “card play- 
er” sit at the bridge table and ac- 
quit himself with credit until he 
has put a vast amount of experi- 
ence in bridge itself under his belt. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that 
in bridge the natural play is not 
necessarily the winning play. Let 
us consider the hand shown below 
from the point of view of a player 
who proceeds along general lines, 

South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


P 

South’s distribution is not just 
right for an original no trump, but 
his four honor tricks and the ad- 
vantage of having the strong hand 
concealed warrant the bid. 

West makes his normal opening 
of the fourth best club. East plays 
the king and South wins. What, I 
ask you, would be the next play of 
99 declarers in every hundred? The 
answer is obvious. The diamond 
queen would be laid down and a 
finesse taken. 
play, but it is wrong, quite wrong! 

Here is the proper way to ana- 
lyze ideclarer’s problem: South 
counts two tricks in clubs, either 
three or four diamonds depending 
on the position of the king, two 
hearts and, if he has time, two 
spades. If the diamond finesse suc- 
ceeds there is no problem. The 
contract will be fulfilled through 
top tricks. If no more than three 
diamond tricks can be made, how- 
ever, it will become necessary to win 
two spades. The danger lies in the 
possibility that West holds five clubs 
and that, if the diamond finesse 
loses, East will return a club, es- 
tablishing West's suit, while West 
still holds the spade king as an 
entry card. 

The considered play, therefore, 
ag opposed to the “natural” play is 
to remove West’s possible entry be- 
fore attempting the diamond fin- 
esse. The diamond king, if in 
West’s hand, never can be an en- 
try. If it is discovered that East, 
instead of West, held the spade 
king and that a finesse would have 
succeeded, nothing has been lost. 

Remember, the only danger was 
that West’s club suit was five long. 
In that case East will hold only 
two clubs and if he also holds the 
spade king, will be able to lead one 
more club, removing South’s second 
stopper, but later, on taking the 
diamond king, will be unable to 
put West back on lead. If the club 
suit is djMided 4—3 between West 
and , no danger exists. It does 
not matter who wins the spade 
king. 

Now let us look at the result of 
the “natural” play. The diamond 
queen loses to East’s king and a 
club is returned, driving out South’s 
only remaining stopper. Later, 
when the spade queen is led for a 
finesse, it loses to West’s king and 
West then runs off three club 
tricks for the contract's defeat.

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First Aid Kit 


Is Essential 


Part of Home 


This Should Contain Only 
Simple Remedies and No 
Poisonous Drugs. 


By Angelo Patri 


HE good weather lets the chil- 
T aren out of doors and at once, 

like young animals released aft- 
er confinement, they run_ about 
heedlessly, skin their knees, cut 
their heads, even break a collar- 
bone. No country boy feels that 
he has done his duty by his state 
of being.unless he has damaged 
himself in some such fashion. 

This is all very hard on the 
mothers, who have 'to run at the 
call of distress and minister to 
the injured ones until the doctor 
arrives. If there is a closet . shelf, 
or a locked cabinet, with a supply 
of simple and necessary aids to the 
needy a load of worry is lifted im- 
mediately. 

The first aid shelf ought to hold 
only simple home remedies. I 
think that poisonous drugs ought 
to be left for the doctor’s prescrip- 
tion. For scratches some simple 
antiseptic. For cuts one of the 
packages of sterile bands that come 
ready to set in place, adhesive, 
sterile bandage, all in one. A bot- 
tle of that simple and effective 
cure for burns, lime water and lin- 
seed oil in emulsion, always ready 
and a pile of soft old linen, steril- 
ized and packeted beside it, is in- 
dispensable. Do remember not to 
lay absorbent cotton on a bad burn. 
Pour on the emulsion and cover 
with a sterile linen bandage, or a 
sterile gauze bandage. 

Have a cake of clean  castile 
soap, or any good bland soap at 
hand, ready to take out of the pa- 
per. Soap can be dirty in itself so 
this packaged bit is a good pre- 
caution, 

Keep a box of bicarbonate of 
soda on the shelf. Use it to bathe 
mosquito bites, for slight burns, for 
gargling, for slight indigestion, for 
the many uses that mothers find 
for it. It is safe and effective.

EEP a clean piece of brown 

soap on hand for use in case of 

exposure to poison ivy. When 
children start for an outing in the 
country and there is the least sus- 
picion that they may be affected by 
poison ivy, dip the brown soap in 
hot water to soften it, rub it on the 
exposed parts of the body, arms and 
legs, face and neck. Let the paste 
dry. Be careful. not to put it on 
too thick. This will prevent a case 
of poisoning if it is left in place. 
After the outing wash with warm 
water and rinse clean. Of all the 
cures and preventives for this trou- 
ble we have found brown soap the 
best. 

This shelf for first aid need not 
be under lock and key, an advan- 
tage when one is in a hurry to use 
its contents. Keys are lost or mis- 
placed and in the excitement of an 
accident, hard to get at. Keep these 
perfectly harmless aids within 
reach and they will more than re- 
pay the trouble they cost to put 
them there.

AN OLD HOU 


Brooks Place, 100-Year-Old Mansion 
on the Road to Ste. Genevieve, 
Knew the Turbulent Times of Pioneer 
Days and the Civil War — First Mis- 
tress Was Daughter of an Irish 


Noblewoman.

couldn’t they tell a story of 

other times, other manners? 
Maybe as long and eventful a story 
as that of ‘Tara’ in ‘Gone with the 
Wind’.” 

You say that as you speed along 
a highway and glimpse, set apart 
from the procession of filling sta- 
tions and bungalow farmhouses, an 
old dwelling of another day, not 
yet succumbed to the inroads of 
progress. Of course somebody is 
bound to pipe up, “If there were a 
Margaret Mitchell to tell the tale!” 

One such old mansion whose story 
has been made more or less artic- 
ulate through the pen of E. Curran 
McCormick is “Br: ks Place,” about 
12 miles from Highway 61 on 25, 
the road to Ste. Genevieve. 

It is still a house to intrigue an- 
tiquarian interest with its sagging 
ridgepole and huge stone chimneys 
bespeaking its venerable age, its 
peaceful mellowed aspect, set back 
at the end of a narrow lane among 
ancient sycamore, honey locust and 
hard maple trees, though, to be 
sure, its log framework has been 
covered with clapboarding, its many 
paned windows replaced in the 
newer pride-of-Crystal-City manner. 

Its original two-storied pillared 
porticos have given way to posts 
made of shorter timbers and its 
“fireplace-in-every-room” has been 
boarded up. There is no sign of 
the slave quarters that formerly 
half circled a compound at the rear, 
nor of the log structure over the 
spring house where the oldest slave, 
Aunt Emily, dwelt loftily in defer- 
ence to her rank. 

But the same old spring, undis- 
couraged by a square concrete en- 
closure, where it was wont to run 
riot over moss-covered stones, still 
bubbles up in the spring house and 
a series of hand hewn stone steps 
leading down to it are the worse 
only for the tread of many genera- 
tions of footsteps and an earth- 
quake which once set them askew. 

The place has long since passed 
from possession of its original 
owners. For 37 years it has been 
operated as a farm by R. E. Byrd, 
himself of Virginia Byrds who 
took up land in these parts in Bu- 
chanan’s administration. But Mr. 
McCormick, great-grandson of the 
river captain, James M. Brooks, 
who built the house in 1837, in 
celebration of its 100th anniversary 
has jotted down for family con- 
sumption an account of events that 
transpired there in earlier genera- 
tions and that perhaps are typical 
of life in other landmarks of the 
neighborhood centering around Ste. 
Genevieve which last year observed 
its 200th anniversary. 

Quite a number of things hap- 
pened at Brooks Place reflecting 


FF those old walls could talk, 


pioneer times, Civil War days and 


the aftermath of guerilla warfare 
and pillage. And in tracing his 
family’s progress from early Amer- 
ican beginnings, the author throws 
light on the character of people 
who settled this neighborhood. 

One notes that the first mistress 
of Brooks Place was the daughter 
of an Irish noblewoman and won- 
ders that a noblewoman “who 
traced ‘her ancestry to the Norman 
Conquest and was reared in the lap 
of luxury” could adapt herself to 
experiences of a pioneer wife, such 
as the following: 

“Lady Isabella Lindsay married 
at Richmond, Va., Joseph Coffman 
and they went into the wilderness 
of Belmont County, Ohio, to build 
their home. After the birth of their 
first child it was necessary for Jo- 
seph Coffman to return to Wheel- 
ing for salt and supplies. During 
the trip the young wife would be 
left alone. When her husband had 
been gone a day, she saw signs of 
unfriendly Indians. She according- 
ly shuttered and barred her home. 
The Indians yelled around and beat 
on the door demanding admittance. 

“They crawled to the roof intend- 
ing to climb down the chimney, 
but Isabella had foiled this attempt 
by building a big fire in the fire- 
place. They went away and she 
knew they had gone for fire to burn 
the house. She realized her only 
escape was to reach the stockade 
fort several miles away. She 
wrapped her baby in a blanket and

When she had trudged 
she 


stole out. 
about two-thirds of the way, 
heard war whoops and knew the 
Indians were on her trail. She 
couldn’t outrun them so, seeing a 
hollow log, she crawled into it with 
her precious bundle. The Indians 
passed, yelling and brandishing 
tomahawks, but fortunately the 
baby did not cry. When they had 
gone, she proceeded on and reached 
the fort in safety.” 
* * 6 

OW the daughter of Irish no- 
Hpiits happened to be enduring 

these hardships so far from the 
ancestral castle, is another’ story 
equally romantic. 

“Her father, Jeremiah Lindsay, 
was the son of an Irish Baron 
whose castle contained more than 
a hundred rooms. Lord Lindsay 
had promised his son in marriage 
to the daughter of another noble- 
man for political reasons. Jere- 
miah, who never had seen his prom- 
ised bride, refused to go through 
with the contract. The father had 
the rebellious son thrown into a 
dungeon to think things over. Fi- 
nally word came he would go 
through the ceremony. The father 
had him brought up, gave him a 
charger, a wallet of gold and two 
mounted attendants and started 
him off to the castle of the girl. 
Going through a mountain pass, 
young Jeremiah eluded his com- 
pany, reached a port and took pas- 
sage to the Virginia Colony. . There 
he married and waxed rich, owning 
80 slaves.” 

But his daughter, it seems, pre- 
ferred to cast her lot with a veteran 
of the War of 1812, bent on pio- 
neering westward. She was to live 
and die at the home of her daugh- 
ter at Brooks Place, finally to rest 
in the now weed-tangled Lebanon 
Churchyard over the hill. 

The Brooks side of the family 
also arrived in America with a title. 
First in this country was Sir James 
Brooks, who settled in Jamestown 
soon after the founding of that 
oldest. settlement in 1607. His 
grandson, Thomas H. Brooks, be- 
came the first banker in Richmond 
and one of the wealthiest men in 
the Shenandoah Valley. In the 
financial panic of 1821, however, he 
lost everything. His son, James M., 
took up boating on the Ohio and 
Mississippi. He operated three 
steamboats. One, the Luella, ran 
from Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
making the round trip every two 
weeks, 

At an Ohio landing one day, Capt. 
Brooks met Josiah Coffman and his 
sister, Betty, children of Joseph and 
Isabella. “Betty,” writes her great- 
grandson, “was exceedingly beau- 
tiful, with auburn hair and blue 
eyes, and Capt. Brooks fel] in love 
at first sight.” 

They were married in 1836 and 
the following spring came out to 
Missouri to select a home adjacent 
to the steamboat routes. They 
came to Whitehouse, near Shot 
Tower, the home of Capt. White, 
who had been a boyhood friend of 
Brooks in Virginia. 
daughter became the wife of Dr. 
Kennett, who built Kennett Castle, 
still a show place overlooking the 
Mississippi, so famous for its gar- 
dens as to invite a tour of the Gar- 
den Club of America last spring.

With his friend, Capt. Brooks 
rode over the surrounding country 
looking for a site. It was March; 
there had been heavy snows and 
thaws, so everything looked marshy. 
The final selection was a high knoll 
above Isle-au-Bois Creek, two miles 
back from the river, safe from 
floods, it would seem, though dur- 
ing one in 1841 the Captain steered 
his steamer up the creek and tied 
it to the great sycamore in the 
yard. 

Describing the house as originally 
built, McCormick writes: “There 
were double porches both front 
and back with columns rising to 
the eaves and paved with stone 
flagging. Windows had green shut- 
ters and 16 small panes of glass. 
The main part of the house had a 
wide hall running through with 
double doors at each end having 
58 panes of glass, solid brass knobs, 
big wrought iron locks and hinges. 
Inside doors were of heavily bev- 
eled panels in Southern Cross de- 
sign. A quaint spiral staircase (it 
isn’t considered so quaint by the 
Byrds) led to the second floor. 
Floors were (and still are) of wide 
hand-planed planks, fastened with 
hand-forged nails. In every room 
was a fireplace, in the kitchen an 
immense one with iron cranes on 
which all the cooking was done un- 
til just prior to the Civil War, when 
the first cook stove was imported. 

* * * 

é6 UNT EMILY lived over the 
A serine house. She was the 
personal slave of Betty 
Brooks and it was her duty toroast 
coffee daily and serve her six cups 
at stated intervals, one when she 
was called in the morning, one for 
breakfast, one midway between 
breakfast and dinner, one at din- 
ner, one at 4 in the afternoon, one 
at supper. This was a ritual with 
Betty Brooks. Other household 
slaves were Pone, Dib, Mary, Susan 
and George, who was given to 
Luella Brooks (named for’ the 
steamboat) as a wedding present 
when she married Ferdinand Au 
Buchon of French Village. Field 
slaves lived in cabins in the yard. 

“In the yard were evaporating 
kilns for drying fruits and an ice 
house in which ice cut’ from the 
river lasted all summer. On the 
hills was a maple orchard of over 
a thousand trees. There was a 
sugar house with furnace and boil- 
ing kettles, hundreds of trenchers 
and sap buckets. The sugar season 
was a gala one for everyone.” 

The highway was the original old 
Kings Highway, the mail road be- 
tween St. Louis and New Madrid, 
and stage coaches regularly stopped 
at Brooks place. When Dan Coff- 
man, nephew of Betty Brooks, was 
brought out to oversee the planta- 
tion, he established the postoffice, 
called Danby after him to this day. 

Brooks Place; knew’ turbulent 
times during the Civil War and the 
bitter aftermath which made tar- 
gets of former slave-owning fami- 
lies. Dan Coffman was killed in 
one of the raids. On a visit to 
French Village, he had gone to 
camp meeting. That night, the 
Au Buchons, sleeping in a room 
back of their store, were awakened 
by having their big four-poster bed 
shoved violently from against the 


window into the middle of the 
room. Twelve men entered, each 
carrying a gunnysack which he 
proceeded to fill from the store and 
postoffice. Mrs. Au Buchon remem- 
bered a registered letter that had 
come containing several hundred 
dollars. She reached over the shoul- 
der of one of the thieves, took the 
envelope and dropped it behind a 
picture, where she forgot it until 
it was discovered long 


when only nine he rode horseback 
through the woods from French 
Village to Brooks Place in the dark 
of the moon with $1000 in gold in 
his boots. Another time he made 
the trip with valuables hidden un- 
der a load of apples. Stopped by 
bushwhackers, George invited them 
to help themselves to apples. They 
did and rode on never suspecting 
the bland little colored boy of a de- 
ception. 

George remained an _ unrecon- 
structed slave, faithful to the fam- 
ily through five generations until 
he died last winter at 85, tenderly 
cared for at the last by his old mis- 
tress’ granddaughter, Mrs. Herman 
Jensen, 4130 Lafayette avenue. He 
was buried in Lebanon Cemetery 
with his white folks. 

Indians were a menace during 
the early days of Brooks Place, but 
encounters with them were apt to 
be amusing rather than tragic. 


“One day Mrs. Brooks and her 
children in the garden heard a 
blood curdling yell. Looking up, 
they beheld an Indian in full war 
regalia brandishing a tomahawk. 
When she could control her fright, 
Mrs. Brooks remonstrated with 
him. He lowered his hatchet and 
laughed, making signs that he was 
friendly and only playfully sur- 
prising them. He said that loca- 
tion was the hunting ground of his 
ancestors and he had come home to 
die. He asked to stay in the barn 
and there he lived for six years, 
worked around the place and on 
occasion would don his war bonnet, 
do Indian dances, beating tom 
toms, for the amusement of the 
family. When he died, he was 
placed in a grave lined with flat 
stones and in that tomb his body 
rests to this day. 


“One day a band of Indians came 
down the highway on their way 


- ~West. While most of them skulked

the early days is what keeps hopes 
alive that treasure still is to be 
found in forgotten crevices of the 
old house. Mrs. Brooks had a way 
of hiding gold behind loose bricks 
in the basement. One of her hiding 
places once was looted of $500. 

The brigands, this night in search 
of firearms, asked Au Buchon if he 
had any. He said, no, but they 
went upstairs and found an old pis- 
tol. Mrs. Au Buchon made the 
fatal remark that it must belong to 
Dan Coffman. Next morning a 
posse, including Dan, started in 
pursuit of the robbers. Cornered 
in a narrow alley near McKee’s 
place, the robbers got the drop on 
them. However they were inclined 
to temporize. Their’ only interest 
seemed to be, was there a man 
named Dan Coffman among them. 
Innocently, identifyin ghimself, Dan 
was marched out, driven at pistol 
point a mile away. Shots weré 
heard. 

Nobody ever knew why he was 
killed. There was another Dan 
Coffman at the mines concerning 
whom there was political prejudice 
and it was presumed to be a case 
of mistaken identity. 

Once an encounter with  bush- 
whackers had a humorous twist. 
“In the dead of night 25 men rode 
up, got Mrs. Brooks and servants 
out of bed, demanded they prepare 
them a fried chicken supper. Jim 
Brooks, nicknamed Coot, sleeping 
upstairs, in his fertile brain con- 
cocted a scheme for getting rid of 
the invaders. When they came to 
his room he called to his younger 
brother Zach, ‘Did you hear that 
trumpet? When it sounds again 
they’ll be here.’ One of the maraud- 
ers overhearing asked, ‘What did 
you say, boy?’ 

“‘Oh, nothing,’ Coot said indif- 
ferently. Asked what the politics 
were around here, Coot replied, ‘I 
didn’t know Polly had any ticks.’ 
‘You are a pretty smart boy, the 
intruder observed, hurried down 
stairs, told the pompous captain 
awaiting his chicken supper a regi- 
ment of soldiers would be there 
any minute. They all ran out, 
jumped on their horses and gal- 
loped away.” 

Another time soldiers appeared. 
The family successfully barricaded 
themselves in upper rooms. When 
they could emerge they found the 
house looted, but more annoying, 
feathers scattered everywhere.

What to Call 
A “Premature 
Grandmother 


An Unusual Situation—

Dear Mrs. Post: 


Y husband’s son by a former 
marriage has just become a 
father — their first baby — 
which event makes me a_  step- 
grandmother. The part that wor- 
ries me is that I am only a few 
years older than the mother of 
the baby, and can hardly be ex- 
pected to be counting the days hop- 
ing that its first words will be 
“Grandma!” There is no other pa- 
ternal grandmother, however, since 
the son’s mother is dead. The 
young couple are so happy about 
this baby and I am glad for them 
but couldn’t they have a baby with- 
out it affecting my life? For pro- 
priety’s sake, must I be _ called 
“Grandma”? The parents call me 
by my first name, but of course 
that won’t do for the child. Isn’t 
there some other name for “pre- 
mature grandmothers” or is that 
the penalty I must pay for having 
married someone so much older? 
Answer: Since the fact of. your 
youth must be obvious: to every- 
one, I can’t think it likely that any 
one will add a day to your age— 
no matter what the baby calls you. 
However, if you don’t like any of 
the synonyms of grandmother, you 
will not be in the least unusual if 
you let him call you by your first 
name, as plenty of real grand- 
mothers do. P 


Dear Mrs. Post: I have just ac 
quired a stepmother of whom I 
am very fond, my own mother hav- 
ing died many years ago. I have 
made up my mind, however, 
against calling any other person 
“Mother.” Up to yesterday I called 
my stepmother Mrs. Brown, which 
was her name, but when father and 
she return from their wedding trip, 
what then? Of course I don’t even 
know that she would want me to 
call her “Mother,” although she is 
old enough to be my real mother, 
and I can’t for that reason call her 
by her first name, can I? Please 
don’t suggest adopting her as “Aunt 
Ruth” or “Cousin Ruth,” since I 
already have an ample number of 
both. But will you suggest a name 
that you think appropriate; per 
haps one that you know others in 
my same predicament have used. 

Answer: The usual thing is to 
choose a name meaning mother, but 
one not associated with one’s own 
mother. Since your own mother 
was “Mother,” you might choose 
Mummy, or Madre, or Mom, or, if 
her own name—or nickname—tfits, 
Mama Mary. The nicest name I 
remember was “Mama Lou” for a 
dearly loved stepmother whose 
name was Louise. 


Dear Mrs. Post: I went into a 
profession soon after my husband 
died, using his name and calling 
myself Mrs. John Smith. I am now 
going to marry again and am a 
little uncertain as to how far good 
taste will allow my mixing the two 
husbands’ names. It would be very 
bad from a business point of view 
to use any other name in my work 
than the one I am now known by, 
and yet since it is the name of a 
husband rather than of my family, 
will it be considered shocking to be 
identified with a former marriage 
in business and another socially? 

Answer: In my opinion the thing 
to do is to discuss this question 
with your husband.
